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Wilton 
objects to 
changes

Mayor Robert Wilton is objecting to 
reorganization of personnel within the 
Antioch Police Dcpi. 

In executive session at the village 
board meeting Monday night, trustees 
agreed to Chief Charles Miller's personnel 
assignments. 

Chief Miller had asked the village 
board to approve the appointment of Li. 
Charles Watkins as Lieutenant 
Administrator, second in command, and 
Ll Tom Fisher as Head of Investigations. 
"I'm objecting to taking an officer 
away from patrolling the street, who has 
i been on the police force for 17 years, and 
placing him inside the station behind a 
desk. If the officer is paid $38,000 a year, 
the village would now have a net lose of 
$38,000, because an experienced officer is 
taken from the streets and not replaced," 
Wilton said. 

Trustee Donald Amundsen made the 
. motion to approve Chief Miller's 
reappointments and Trustee Marilyn ' 
Shineflug seconded the motion. The 
motion carried with a 4-1 vote, with' 
Trustee Larry Hanson casting the lone 
; "no" vote. 

Mayor Wilton said he would veto this 
motion at the village board meeting next 
week. "This is something I campaigned 
on, too many people working in the 
department I took the lieutenants and put 
them on the street on different shifts," he 
said. 

According to Mayor Wilton, before he 
came into office, Lis. Watkins and Fisher 
both worked full time in administrative 
positions on the day shift. Then when 
Wilton came into office, the village board 
agreed to reappoint Lt. Watkins to second 
shift Lieutenant and Lt. Fisher as first 
shift Lieutenant, and both were assigned 
to patrol the streets rather than sitting 
behind a desk shuffling paperwork. This 
action was taken to save taxpayers' dollars 
and give the community added police 
protection, he said. 

"Miller said this arrangement isn't 
working. It won't work unless you want it 
to work. Don't have to tell me Miller isn't 
doing his job," Mayor Wilton said. 

Due to pending litigations. Chief 
Miller has been advised by his attorney 
not to comment on allegations made 
(Continued on Page 7)

Hamsher. "How come we don't know 
about these things?" 

Both Village Clerk/ Adm. Asst. Sue 
McNally and Water and Sewer SupL Rick 
Leber affirmed that Fox Lake was never 
notified about the Mundelein request and 
subsequent hearing. 

Besides contacting Antioch and Lake 
Villa officials, the Fox Lake council plans 
to appeal to the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency.

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Teens race for BMX 
bike track in Antioch

Antioch youngsters arc eagerly 
awaiting an answer to their prayers for a 
BMX bike track. 

Two weeks ago 16 young boys, 
between the ages of 7 to 16, asked the 
village board if it would build a BMX 
bike track for them in Antioch, because 
they have no place to ride their bikes. 

The group representatives, Chris 
Katzcl and Andy Sassano, Antioch, said, 
"We are not able to ride or jump our bikes 
on the sidewalks, because we can get a 
fine. All the jumps wc have made get 
plowed down everytime we build them by 
the village's public works department. The 
village tells us to stay on the streets, but 
the motorists don't want us on the 
streets." 

The boys' recent dirt hill jump was 
behind Jewel and was plowed down by the 
village because a little girl got hurt There 
is another one located along side the 
parking lot of the Antioch Evangelical 
Free Church off of Highview. The boys 
are told quite often to vacate the premises 
because the church doesn't not want to be 
held responsible is something should 
happen. All these problems want to be 
avoided, which is why these youngsters 
are asking for a track. 

According to these boys, there are 
about 60 children that come from the 
surrounding communities, such as 
Lindcnhurst, Lake Villa, Gray slake, 
Round Lake Beach and some even further 
to ride and race their bikes in Antioch. 

The boys said they wanted an exact 



track like the BMX track in Rockford. 
They all came with input on its 
descriptions, such as, "It's pretty big. It's 
flat with hills and it's banked around the 
comers. It also has obstacles to jump with 
our bikes." 

The village told the boys the proposal 
would have to be presented to the Parks 
and Recreation Board, for consideration, 
before the village board could approval or 
disapprove of the track. 

After the presentation to the park board 
last week, Bruce Bartoz, chairman of the 
Parks and Recreation Board, said, "We arc 
not opposed to the idea, but wc arc not 
making any commitments." 

Bartoz said all the anticipated 
problems, such as insurance and cost 
factors have to be investigated before a 
decision can be made. Park Dept. Dir. 
Theresa Weber is currently obtaining the 
cost figures, so the boys should have an 
answer soon. 

Two other BMX bicyclers Sam 
Porstner and Brian Moore, said if the park 
department builds a BMX race track, not 
just a regular track, the American Bike 
Assn. will cover the insurance end of the 
track. 

Checking into the liability factor is 
the park and recreation board's main 
priority. Bartoz said the board has to look 
into whether the ABA Assn. can be liable 
for the insurance since the property would 
be owned by the village, which makes it 
public property where it is not limited to 
serving a particular group of village 
residents.

Subdivision's drainage 
problems will wash away

Chcsney Shores subdivision in Lake 
Villa Twp. will soon wash away its 
drainage problem. 

Due to the elevation of the 
subdivision, Chesncy Shores has been 
experiencing a lot of flooding from rain 
waters that drain down from Rte. 59 onto 
Academy Crt. and from Fox Lake, which 
rises during large rainfalls, causing the 
water to run onto Columbia Bay Dr. 

Within the subdivision, mainly on the 
cast side of Academy Crt and Columbia 
Bay Dr. .there is no proper drainage system 
to disperse of the storm waters. 

Sherry Shultz, a Chcsney Shores 
homeowner, has coordinated the efforts for 
drainage work to be done within the 
subdivision. She went to the township 
and asked for its assistance and the 
township responded by sponsoring a 



$85,000 grant for the work to be done. 
The Chcsney Shores Homeowner Assn. 
has also donated money for the -drainage 
work. 

Dcvery Engineering Inc. will be doing 
the drainage work and has estimated it 
should only take a year to complete. 
Engineer Robert Devcry said pipes will be 
installed underground, under homeowners' 
casements and on the ground surface above 
the pipes there will be ditches. He said, 
"Homeowners can expect the roadside in 
front of their homes to pretty much look 
like the west side when the work is 
finished." 

According to Dcvery, the rain waters 
and lake waters will drain into the storm 
sewers and the subdivision's drainage 
problem should be solved. 

No date has been given at this time for 
when the actual work will begin.

Lake Villa ponders 
annexation questions

Lake Villa would not interfere by 
forcing annexation on Venetian Village or 
West Miltmore if the towns do decide to 
incorporate themselves into villages. 

Mayor Joyce Frayer said the only land 
Lake Villa wants to annex at this time is 
any property west of Rte. 83, which is 
where West Miltmore is located. "At this 
point we would annex them unless West 
Miltmore wanted to be annexed/' she said. 

A year and a half ago, Gene Morris, a 
homeowner, went around collecting 
signatures for a petition that called for 
Lake Villa to consider annexing West 
Miltmore and Venetian Village. The 
petition was presented to the village and 
the village asked that the petition be 
presented to the presidents of the 
homeowners associations for acceptance 
First, then brought back for consideration. 
However, that was the last Lake Villa ever 
heard of the petition for annexation, 
according to Mayor Frayer. 

Since these towns are considering 
incorporation due to rumors that the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agency 
(1EPA) will eventually design an 
ordinance that no longer allows septic 
tanks, due to environmental reasons, the 



homeowners fear West Miltmore and 
Venetian Village will be forced to annex 
into Lake Villa, Lindenhursl or Round 
Lake Beach for sewer hook up. 

According to the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission's sewer district 
map, Lindenhurst would service Venetian 
Village. 

Since Lindenhurst would be more 
likely to annex Venetian Village, Mayor 
Frayer said, "Lake Villa could only 
consider annexation if the sewer district 
map's boundaries were changed or we 
annex them in and Lindenhurst still, 
provides sewer service. This is the only 
way I could see annexation happening, if 
Venetian Village wanted to be annexed 
into Lake Villa." 

If West Miltmore proceeds with 
incorporation procedures it is doubtful that 
Lake Villa would contest this action as 
neighboring towns in Ela Twp. are doing 
right now in the cause of Gilmer. 

Mayor Frayer said Lake Villa would 
not interfere with West Miltmore's plans 
unless the general consensus among 
residents within the village was 
annexation, "Rather than create another 
village, the village board would wait for 
responses on how our residents felt," she 
said.

The appointment of Edward Geick as 
first director, of the Lake County 
Stormwatcr Management Committee has 
been deferred while the board hires an in- 
dependent auditing firm to conduct a 
background check on Geick. The board 
authorized the expenditure, not to exceed 
$5,000, necessary to do this. 

Judy Martini of Spring Grove brought a 
ISO-signature petition to a special 
meeting last week that she was hoping to 
give the board before it went into closed 
session to consider the appointment and 
interview the candidate, but she- was 
denied, although she was one of the few 
given the opportunity to speak during the 
public comments portion of the meeting. 
Calling Geick "unfit," she urged the board 



One question the board did entertain was 
on how it had conducted the search for a 
director. Robert Chave, director of plan- 
ning, called the initial search 

"exhaustive." 

The selection committee was made up of 
Wclton, Eleanor Rostron, a Lake County 
Board member from Dist. 3 and vice- 
chairman of the committee; Bill Barrens, 
assistant county' administrator; Vcrn 
Swanson, a Dccrfield engineer; and 
Thomas Shuster of the Waukegan Park 
Dist. 

The selection committee, said Chave, 
conducted a nationwide search for the 
$59,000 a year job by placing ads in 
newspapers, magazines and other outlets 
nationwide. The outlets were the Chicago 
Tribune, American Public Works Assn.

One of the employees, Sharon Morris, 
former parks and recreation director, made:

back pay; Geick left office the same 
month that this deal was worked out 

Geick was under fire in the village for 
refusing to follow orders, pursuing his 
own agenda, and instituting an aggressive 
growth program. 

Geick reportedly told his next employer, 
the city of Elkhom, that he was resigning 
his two-month-old post as

Time to ask Dick! 



Like a "closet cousin" who shows up at 
meal time unexpectedly, Edward Geick is 
back in Lake County. Geick, the former 
Lake Zurich village administrator who was 
forced out of his job under a cloud of 
suspicion over his personal conduct and 
dissatisfaction with his job performance, 
has returned as the prime candidate for the 
sensitive post as director of the Lake 
County Stormwatcr Management 
Committee. 

Everywhere Geick goes, he seems to be 
trailed by accountants and lawyers. When 
things got hot in Lake Zurich, he arranged 
an expensive buy out of his contract with 
the village, a sweetheart deal fashioned 
with the previous administration that hired 
him, and negotiated an out-of-court 
settlement on a sexual harassment charge 
brought by a woman who worked for him. 
Now that his problems with Lake Zurich 
have been brought to the attention of the 
screening committee that wants to install 
him in the director's post, Geick's 
supporters arc going to cough up $5,000 
of taxpayers' money for an accounting 
firm to delve further into his background. 

If they so chose, the screening 
committee could have made several phone 
calls to Lake Zurich to obtain for nothing 
the information they say they need. 
Again, the accountants and lawyers are 
lining up for Geick. . 



While the accountants are pursuing 
additional background information on 
Geick, we think that it is even more 
important to raise the question why 
Chairman Dick Welton, mayor of Gumee, 
and other members of the committee are 
so insistent— even defiant— about 
installing Geick as the first director of an 
agency that already is being tabbed with 
virtual czar powers over how and when 
future growth and development will lake 
place in Lake County. Why is the 
committee adamant about giving a 
potentially controversial position to a 
candidate already burdened down with 
controversy? Wclton's immediate 
response that applicant Geick became 
ensnared in a local political situation in 
Lake Zurich is too pat. The fact is that 
Geick became remarkably well connected 
with both builders and politicians(not to 
mention lawyers and accountants) during 
his short stay in Lake Zurich. 
Besides connections that raise questions 
about his ability to serve, Geick has 
baggage the Stormwatcr Management 
Committee Committee doesn't need in 
getting established. The aroma that is 
beginning to waft over committee 
members easily could be erased by turning 
to someone else for director. At $59,000 
per year, the job shouldn't be too hard to. 
All. 
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An 'extraordinary* act 

Editor. 

During the March primary elections, 
even candidates who supported the 
existing Forest Preserve Board's actions of 
the last few years, stated that they 
supported and employed the power of 
condemnation only in extraordinary 
circumstances and situations. If you would 
check your past columns on the issue of 
Forest Preserve actions, etc., you will 
undoubtedly And statements claiming that 
criticisms are unwarranted because the 
power of condemnation has been used 
only in extraordinary circumstances. 

At all levels of government in our 
country and state, there are different items 
considered of such an extraordinary nature 
that they require an "extraordinary" vote 
by the elected officials to be approved. For 
example, if any village in Lake County 
wanted to annex a parcel of land — no 
matter how small, no matter for what use 
(yes, even if it were to be 100% "open 
space") — the annexation must obtain an 
"extraordinary" vote to be approved. A 
simple majority vote is not sufficient! 

If that village, or the county decided it 
should vacate a piece of land, a street, 
alley, etc., it must do so by an 
"extraordinary" vote. If a village wants to 
purchase a product, or a service, and the 
low bidder has a reputation of 
untrustworthincss, inferior work, etc., to 
waive the bidding process the 
governmental unit must do so with an 
"extraordinary" vote. 

There arc other examples, but I'm 
confident the point is clear. The reasoning 
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basis for an "extraordinary," vote 
requirement is that the act is so special, 
unique, yes, "extraordinary," that a special 
vote requirement should be required 
because if the situation is so "special" 
certainly a special majority will recognize 
it as such and be willing to support it. If 
not recognizable or supportable by a 
special majority, then such a special act 
should not occur. 

How anybody can claim that "forcibly" 
requiring a person to give up all or even 
just a part of his or her private property 
(whether it be farm, swamp, lake, forest, 
desert, or whatever) is not an

I 
truly believe that most Americans 
including those who care most about 
preserving portions of our magnificent 
natural areas if not all, know full well that 
the act of condemnation is extraordinary, 
and by virtue thereof, deserves to have 
attached to it for approval, an 
"extraordinary" vote. For these reasons and 
more, I support S.B. 1630.

Animal 'rights 1 a silly myth

I would like to give a different 
perspective on the animal rights matter. 

Sharon Wild expressed regret at the 
inhuman treatment she observed at the 
recent Wauconda Rodeo where a bucking 
bronco fell and broke his neck. She asks if 
putting- the well being and life of animals 
at great risk for the mere entertainment 
and profit of others is ethical or moral? I 
believe, in many cases it is. 

Animals are not human an inhuman 

treatment of animals is a misnomer. The 

recent fad of considering animal rights 

equal to that of humans is silly. To treat

an animal as if he were a human would be 
cruel (e.g. confine a horse to an apartment 
of a subway car). Treatment that is in 
good taste ("class" if you like) is the 
important watchword in ethical conduct. 
. The great loser at die Wauconda rodeo 
were the pigs and cattle who died to feed 
the humans. The only chance they had 
was the opportunity to live for a year or 
two and have a quick death, something 
they would probably not have had if they 
were free roaming in the forest. 

The horse who nipped and died was an 
accident and thus an exception to the 
general rule that rodeo horses live a 
relatively long an nonhuman life. Each 
year about 200 human riders die in the 
U.S. from falls while riding horses. In 
both cases, it is bad luck and misfortune, 
not someone's inhumanity. The athletic 
event of the bucking bronco pits a horse 
who docs not like humans on his back 
against a rider who wants to remain there. 
The strap around the groin is insignificant 
(for the horse) for it is the presence of the 
rider that makes him buck. The horse has 
a chance to throw and trample die rider. 
The horse wins every time (1 have never 
seen a rider stick wit the horse for more 
than a minute). It's obvious that a big, 
well motivated horse can eventually make 
a man do what the horse wants but for a 
few seconds, it is a toss-up and thus the 
sport. The horse is treated no worse than 
the human rider, that is class. 

One of the greatest and "class" athletic 
events (and an excellent example of the 
inhumanity myth) I have seen is bull 
fighting. A large beef animal (who may 
later be dinner to humans so that they can 
live) is given the opportunity to live a 
long life (something not seen in the wild) 



by killing a matador. I've seen many bulls 
die at the matador's sword — the people 
cheer. I've also seen some matadors die on 
the horns of the bull, the people cheer die 
bull who often goes to the stud farm. My 
point is that animals are a resource to be 
used by humans. Without humans, most 
animals would never be born or die 
painful deaths at an early age. Taste 
dictates how we treat animals. 

I see nothing wrong with killing 
animals for food or clothing and nothing 
wrong with using animals (with class) in 
sporting events for it reminds us that we 
are animals too and that it is our minds, 
not our bulk, that make us what we are. 
This is an important message for our 
survival as a species. We must be 
constantly reminded of this (thus the value 
of rodeos) lest we forget.

"Family Life Education," a teen pregnancy 
prevention program; and "HIPPY," or 
Home Instruction for Preschool Young- 
sters, an at-home prc-school training pro- 
gram.

Fox Lake Trustee Rich Baync declared 
that County Board Dist. 4 Rep. Suzi 
Schmidt of Lake Villa misinformed the 
Fox Lake council how the inoperative 
Round Lake Sanitary Dist. can be 
dissolved. 

Bayne's motives came under question 
after he spoke out against a request from 
Schmidt for Fox Lake to support 
legislation awaiting the governor's 
signature on dissolving the district which 
now receives sewage treatment service 
from the regional plant located in Fox 
Lake. 

"I'm not saying she was lying. She 
must have been misinformed," declared 
Bayne, who indicated that he still is 
smarting from the reaction to his remarks 
at a previous council meeting. 

Quoting from a memo on the 
legislation prepared by Water and Sewer 
Supt. Rick Leber, Bayne said the 



legislation docs not provide for the 
district to be dissolved by referendum of 
Round Lake area voters as Schmidt 
described. 

Rather, dissolution is up to district 
trustees who already are on record as 
opposing the legislation. The memo 
further pointed out that existing funds 
would go to a successor agency, in this 
case the county, under terms of an inter- 
governmental agreement 

The Leber memo also pointed out that 
the new legislation provides for taxing 
power for the successor agency, up to .25 
percent of the assessed valuation. 

"That's what I was so adament about," 
Bayne declared. "Thai's why I'm asking 
that Fox Lake has nothing to do with the 
bill." 

Leber prepared the memo subsequent to 
Bayne's healed comments at the village 
board meeting. 



Mayor Meier said he prefers attractive 
signs identifying the area with name 
boards listing the business that can be 
replaced. "I think that would suit our 
local businesses," he said. 

The village is going to encourage 
officers of the Fox Lake Area Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry to follow through 
with a stipulation of sign needs that can 
be brought before the council. Earlier this 
year the council adopted sign ordinance 
revisions in the making for more than two 
years. 

The "off street" provision wasn't 
addressed, according to Chamber leaders. 



Round Lake plans 
squad car purchase 



Round Lake is discussing the purchase 
of a new squad car. Although no prices 
have been mentioned yet, the state of 
Illinois was called and is holding a unit 
for the village. 

Purchasing a unit through the state is 
less expensive than buying through a 
dealer, although the village will 
additionally need to purchase a light bar 
for the new squad. At the moment, pur- 
chase of the squad depends on determining 
a price and authorizing payment 

Round Lake is also discussing the need 
to fix several leaks in the roof of the po- 
lice station. The village is seeking an es- 



timate on the work before letting it out 
for bids. 

The Round Lake Public Works DepL is 
planning, to purchase two new snow- 
plows. The first, for a large truck, is not 

to exceed $4,600, and the second, for the 
smaller pick-up truck, is not to exceed 
$1,800. 

A committee of the village board has 
recommend payment to MHI construction, 
of Island Lake, for the work completed 
last week on the Avilon Ct Storm Sewer. 
The payment, $48,181, should be voted 
on at the next regular board meeting.

Life after retirement: 
managing a fixed income 



Unless you've accumu- 
lated a bankroll that could 
rival Donald Trump's, 
retirement will almost 
certainly mean adjusting to 
a fixed income and altering 
one's lifestyle in ways never 
anticipated 

To understand the ways 
in which retirement can 
radically change your 
financial priorities, the 
Illinois CPA Society 
suggests that you look 
closely at what retiring on 
fixed income means. You 
may no longer have to pay 
commuter costs or maintain 
a business wardrobe, but 
your credit card debts, 
mortgage or rent payments, 
and utility bills are likely to 
continue unchanged. At the 
same time, your entertain- 
ment, travel and medical 
bills may very well 
increase. 

In the past, you may 
have counted on pro- 
motions, salary raises or 
bonuses to help you beat 
the race with inflation or 
credit card balances. But 
once you retire, your 
income may grow only by 
occasional Social Security 
cost-of-living increases. 

Moreover, the amount of 
risk you can afford to take 
in personal investments, 
such as mutual funds, 
generally decreases, along 
with the opportunity for 
dramatic appreciation of 
capital. 

For the most part, living 
on a fixed income means 
accepting the limits and 
possibilities of the funds 
you have accumulated or 
earned during you working 
years. Judging by statistics 
of recently years, Social 
Security will probably 
remain a major source of 
retirement income, at least, 
for individuals leaving the 
work force in the near 
future. The remaining funds 
usually come from an 
employer pension plan and 
such savings options as 
IRAs, Keogh or 401K 
plans. 

Ultimately, retiring with 
financial security means 
handling your fixed income 
with intelligence and care. 
Start by examining your 
income and expenses and 
formulating a realistic 
budge. Add up what your 
(and your spouse, if 
applicable) receive from 
such sources as Social 
Security, employer pen- 
sions, IRA or Keogh 
benefits, dividends and 
innuities. Next, total your 
fixed and variable expenses, 
such as mortgage payments 
or rent, utilities, medical 
expenses, credit card bills 
and recreation. Try to gauge 
which expenses may be 
affected by inflation and 
make adjustments to your 
budget accordingly. If you 
have duplicate credit cards, 
eliminate at least one. 

When you have an 
accurate picture of your 
financial capabilities, 
consider how your lifestyle 
works with or against your 
budget Some retirees "live 
life to the fullest" and spend 



lavishly on travel and 
entertainment, without 
realizing that they may 
outlive their capital. Other 
retirees are exceedingly 
cautious, scrimping and 
saving whenever possible. 
These people face another, 
equally serious risk, they 
may never have the chance 
to enjoy their hard-earned 
savings. 

Try to avoid" cither 
extreme. Remember that 
while budges should not be 
created and revised on a 
whim, neither should they 
force you to deny yourself 
unnecessarily. For addi- 
tional help in establishing a 
budget, consult a financial 
planner. In many cases, he 
or she sill be able to 
analyze your economic 
situation and estimate how 
much money you can 
withdraw from your various 
investments each month 
without depleting your 
funds prematurely. 

If, after careful 
consideration, you decide 
that your income remains 
insufficient for your needs, 
don't despair. You still have 
options available. Take a 
part-time job. You can 
generally earn several 
thousands dollars a year 
without affecting your 
Social Security payments. 
If you have a vacation 
home, consider renting it to 
others for at least a portion 
of the year. Alternatively, 
you can convert a garage 
into a rental apartment. 

If you are living in a 
home or apartment 
originally designed for a 
growing family, investigate 
housing alternatives, say, a 
one-bedroom apartment or a 
condominium in a 
retirement community. 

Although moving may 
seem an unwelcome 
prospect, weigh all the pros 
and cons before dismissing 
the idea. After all, moving 
to another city or state 
where the cost of living is 
less expensive can 
dramatically improve the 
quality of your retirement 
life. 

When contemplating the 
possibility of relocation, 
review all the financial 
implications of such factors 

as state income tax rates, 
utility costs, property tax 
and even climate. In 
addition, find out if the 
community offers retired 
individuals discounts on 
transportation, heating oil, 
property taxes or 
entertainment. 

Another way to stretch 
your fixed income is by 
being aware of, and 
planning to minimize, your 
tax liability. Retiring 
usually results in a 
substantially lower income 
and, thus, lower tax rates. 
But don't forget that 
pension income and IRA 
withdrawals are taxable. 
Take out too much money 
in one year, and you may 
end up paying more taxes 
that you anticipated. For 
taxpayers who itemize, 
knowledge of the tax laws 



can mean more spending 
power. 

Find out about the 
deductions allowed as well 
as any restrictions that may 
affect your particular tax 
liability. For example, 
medical expenses are still 
deductible, but only to the 
extent that the exceed 7 1/2 
percent of your adjusted 
gross income. As your 
income decreases and your 
medical expenses rise, this 
particular tax deduction may 
become more valuable to 
you. Keep this information 
in mind and you may be 
able to time annual check- 
ups and certain foreseeable 
medical expenses so that 
you can take full advantage 
of the deduction. 

If you are considering 
selling your home, find out 
if you are eligible for the 
once-in-a-lifetime, tax-free 
gains of $125,000 on the 
sale. A CPA will be able to 
further explain the various 
tax benefits available to 
older Americans. 

Remember that being 
aware of your cash flow, tax 
benefits and community 
resources can go a long way 
in helping you enjoy a fin- 
ancially secure retirement

"Basically, I left almost everything the 
way it was.

In 1910, the building was constructed as 
a garage.

Alaska, being twice the size of Texas, has a 
problem. It has only one highway. And that road 
doesnl even reach haff of the state's largest ciliesl 

What Alaska does have, though, is more coastline 
than the rest of the United States combined. So, in 
1960, the people of this state voted the 
establishment of a waterborne highway system. 

Starting with just one ship operating from 
Skagway to Prince Rupert, B.C., the system has 
grown to nine ships and extends all the way to 
Seattle.

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vest its money in "proven 
technology," according to 
Clark, "and technology that 
has been proven as envi- 
ronmentally safe as possi- 
ble. But there is a risk in 
every single portion of our 
plan." He said that the 
agency felt that the risk in- 
volved was reasonably 
minimal, however. 

Communities concerned 
over the location of landfills 
or incinerators being located 
in their areas, advised Clark, 
should look to zoning and 
local regulations to protect 
themselves if necessary. 
"There is a stale statutory 
hearing process if anything 
like a landfill, incinerator or 
a- transfer station is to be 
placed within municipal 
boundaries," he explained. 
"The municipality never 
gives up power." 

Municipal power and in- 
dependence appears to be 
one of the major stumbling 
blocks among many smaller 
communities considering 
joining SWALCO. The 



agreement is now "in the 
discussion stages," accord- 
ing to Clark."Wc would 
expect a very high percent- 
age, based on the percentage 
that agreed to join the plan- 
ning agency. 31 percent of 
Lake County municipali- 
ties, comprising 96 percent 
of the county population, 
joined in that initial effort. 
We would hope that mem- 
bership of the agency itself 
would be in excess of 90 
percent" 

Whether the smaller 



communities will join or 
not will be a decision made 
after a certain inspection and 
discussion period has 
passed, but once the base 
group has joined, other 
communities joining late 
will be paying a different, 
higher fee with fewer bene- 
fits.

QUESTION: Can extreme nearsightedness be corrected? 

ANSWER: The ability to treat or coned nearsightedness depends, upon the cause and 

severity of the condition. 

Nearsightedness means the eyeballs are elongated preventing light rays from focusing 
properly on the retina. For most people this elongation ceases at a certain point and their 
vision can be corrected through surgery or with glasses or contact lenses. 

For some people, the elongation never stops. The eye slowly becomes more and more 
severly nearsighted and wil eventually become blind. 

In these cases, an ophthalmologist might recommend stopping the elongation process 
through a surgical procedure known as scleral reinforcement. 

During this surgery, a strip taken from the white part (sclera) ol a donated eye Is wrapped 
around the patient's eye to reinforce H, preventing the eye from continuing to elongate. 

While this procedure has proven effective in stopping the deterioration of vision it should not 
be expected to correct a person's eyesight .
